I have always found the old vector scale to be the easiest way to manage 
impedance since it can give us a visual representation of the components 

The Horizontal line is of course "pure" resistance and the vertical line 
is reactance. Reactance above the horizontal line is inductive and below is 
capacitive. Figuring the two reactances cancelling each other with what ever 
is left over marked on the graph on the vertical scale. The circuit resistance 
is marked on the horizontal scale. Drawing a line from the two points 
perpendicular to the lines will form a box. A line from the intersection of 
the resistance line to the reactance line going to the intersection of the 
two lines that form the box will create the “impedance triangle". Further 
mathmatical processing will provide the power factor of the circuit and also 
the phase angle. 

Soooo000, you gotcha resistance, capacitive reactance and inductive reactance 
which determine the impedance of the circuit. All quantities expressed in 
OHMs!

I think you will find that Rick Mish/Miltronix will restore an R-390A 
to any degree that your inclination and/or budget will allow. For 
about $800, you get the "full treatment", which is a radio that looks 
better than new and performs within specs in all areas -- including 


end-to-end PTO alignment. The only "standard" mod that Miltronix does 
is to eliminate the hard-to-find ballast tube. The tube rectification 
is left intact. 


I got a Motorola that went through this treatment from him about 6 
months ago and have been enjoying the hell out of it. It looks so new 
it is actually a little spooky. I'm sure that most R-390A's didn't 
look this good on the day they originally left the factory. 


I think that if you are somewhat less obsessive about having all the 
modules from the same manufacturer, etc., then the price is 
correspondingly less. (Most R-390A's have a mixture of different 
manufacturers' modules installed because at repair or overhaul depots 
they were all considered interchangeable. The radio you get from 
Miltronix will have matched modules, which may or may not be important 
to you.) 


For the best audio, feed the line output to an inexpensive outboard 
amp and a good speaker. If you're lazy, just pick one up at Radio 
Shack; there are also plenty of good tube audio amps out there that 
can be picked up for a pittance. 


As you point out, a stock R-390A is not ideal for SSB. You can do 
several things to improve the situation -- from simple AGC mods to an 
add-on product detector to an outboard SSB converter (the approved 
military solution). 


Personally, since I have other radios which do SSB just fine, I left 
mine stock. In that state, it does AM, CW and FSK beautifully, and SSB 
marginally.

>usenet here. It has been very reliable plus it puts topics in 
>threads so they are easy to follow, doesn't clutter up my mailbox 
>with confusing mail and IT'S FREE. So I ask, what does it take to 
>start one? I'll ask my NSP the same question. 


One of the problems with USENET is how the news propogates. The method of 
propagation is not organized, predictable, or quick. When I write a 
newsgroup message here on aol, it doesn't get distributed in a mannerly way 
like the BA mailing list does. With newsgroups, each hour or so, systems 
"call" each other to see what news they have and get what they don't. If one 
system goes down on the path to your system, you don't get the message. 

Much, much slower process than an e-mail list like BA. 


Other problems are that messages take a long time (often days to weeks) and 
OFTEN I miss messages. Sometimes, my messages don't make it out, and this is 
behavior is not limited to aol. This happens frequently, and happens with 
rec.antiques.radio+phono as well. Plus, newsgroup mail is not free for 
everyone. 


A mailing list is more reliable and quicker than a newsgroup. It is also 
easier to prevent off-topic messages from over running the newsgroup. A few 

weeks ago, rec.radio.shortwave was overrun with about 30 or so messages with 

the title "Clinton is a donkey dick." It kept going for weeks becuase no one 
had the power to disconnect the people continuing it. Such behavior would 
not be tolerated here because Jack would shut them off if it continued. 
Newsgroups are also open to spamming and other low pranks. 


Therefore, I do not support taking BA to USENET. While it won't kill it, it 
will no longer be the dynamic medium that it is now. Please reply direct to 
me with comments, I don't want to waste anymore bandwidth on this subject.

It's a several-part process, which initially starts for a Request For 
Discussion cross-posted to all the rec.radio.amateur groups so 
everyone can read everyone else's comments. The RFD contains the 

new group's charter, reasons why it should be considered for 
inclusion, and some other details (that I've forgotten). 


After a specific period of discussion, a Call For Votes is posted by an 
independent third party and tallied automatically. The vote-counting 
program logs each participant's vote and email address, so no duplicate 
votes are possible. 


If the favourable votes pass a specified number (or percentage), then 
vote results are posted publically (who voted how). 


Next, a New Newsgroup Creation message is sent out on some 
obscure newsgroup that only news administrators read asking them 
to create the new group on their machines. 


Most, if not all the rec.radio groups are gatewayed to email lists 
for those who don't have NetNews capability so the list could con- 
tinue so that posts appearing on the email list would appear in the 
newsgroup, and posts on the newsgroup would appear on the email 
list. 


As mentioned, the specialty groups are just like this list - very 
high quality.

In your case, Phil, you have a legitimate beef with your ISP, but the fact 
that a few folks have such problems is not, in my opinion, a good reason 
to keep this a mailing list. 


(Not that I'd want to exclude those folks in any way. We could, for example, 
set up a reflector, so that just those who cannot get ba via a newsgroup 
could continue to get the list by mail.) 


A newsgroup, however, would really lessen the load at the list serv site. 
40 posts a day times 900 subscribers is 36,000 email messages - a 
tremendous load. If we could reduce the number of subscribers by mail to 
those who can't get it by newsgroups to say, 100, you'd reduce the number 
of email messages by 32,000. 


It would also decrease the time transferring ba news files to my system, 
since my news feeds are commpressed, and mail isn't. 


Other things we could do would be to receive the list in digest format, 
and undigest it at our sites to read it. If anyone needs it, I have an 
undigester for DOS, BTW.

I am going to respond to several posting here and a bunch of private 
E-mail by putting on my hat as FAQ editor of rec.antiques.radio+phono, 
and make a few comments on the idea of creating a newsgroup for old 
amateur radio topics. 


One of the issues with the charter for rec.antiques.radiot+phono has 
been to establish some limits on amateur radio discussions in that 
group. The charter for the group has been posted here in the past. 
While the newsgroup charter does include general coverage radio 
receivers and test equipment, it has always excluded amateur-specific 
topics, such as transmitters and antennas, wrangles over no-code 
licensing, and amateur operations. The newsgroup is already extremely 
comprehensive in that at least half the topics covered under the 
charter are non-electronic, with acoustic phonos being a major part of 
the group's activities. I think that the consensus on that newsgroup 
would oppose opening it to amateur-specific topics, even if this mail 
list did not exist. 


Antique electronics do not presently have a Usenet home, other than the 
part of it that is covered by the present rec.antiques.radio+phono 
group, which is, as I mentioned, limited in topic scope. We have had 
some pressure to take amateur radio topics in the past, but I have seen 
insufficient interest to indicate that a Usenet newsgroup to handle 
such topics is needed. I believe that the charters for the existing 
rec.radio.amateur misc and equipment groups do include antique 
discussion, and while the major part of the discussions there is 
centered on "no user serviceable components inside" stuff, on the 
occasions I have read those groups, I have not seen any real demand for 
an antiques group. It should also be remembered that in the recent 
reorganization of the sci.electronics hierarchy, 
sci.electronics.history failed to pass the vote. I am not aware of any 
antique amateur radio activity in rec.audio.tubes, which seems to be 
dominated by "golden ear" audio discussion. That group's charter seems 


to include historic radios, but the group has, so far as I know, no 
FAQ, and no discussion of the topic. 


Proposing and creating a Usenet newsgroup to parallel this mail list 
is, so far as I am concerned, a topic completely separate and 
independent of the continued existence of this mail list. The notion 
that creation of such a newsgroup would have a negative effect on this 
list does not seem a realistic assessment. Indeed, I suspect that some 
percentage of people on this list now learned of it through the pointer 
to it in the rec.antiques.radio+phono FAQ. 


As FAQ editor, which means a voice, but one that must speak in terms of 
consensus, I believe that Usenet issues should be discussed on Usenet, 
and if there is support for creation of a new Usenet newsgroup for 
antique amateur radio, rec.radio.amateur.misc and 
rec.antiques.radio+phono are places for that discussion. Discussion of 
how this mail list is operated, and any advocacy for damaging it are 
not appropriate topics for rec.antiques.radiotphono. As FAQ editor, I 
have, in the past, supported creation of Usenet newsgroups in areas 
where topics are similar those covered in our group, but where they are 
off-charter. 


To go over, very quickly, what is involved in creating a Usenet 
newsgroup, someone will have to write an "RFD" (request for discussion) 
that is posted to news.announce.newsgroups, news.groups, and 
appropriate groups where there might be support for the proposed group. 
After a discussion period, the proponent for the group has to request a 
CFV (call for votes) from the vote-takers, and wait through a vote 
period. For creation, the group must get 100 more "yes" than "no 
votes and a 2/3rd majority of "yes" votes. In practice, that means 
120-150 "yes" votes for an unopposed group. The process is convoluted, 
and requires some dedication on the part of proponents. The 
news.announce.newusers and news.answers newsgroups have regular 
postings describing the process, and reading news.groups will give a 
fell for how it operates. 


While I doubt that there is sufficient support for creation of a 
newsgroup, this mail list is not the place to debate the topic. There 
are existing Usenet news groups that will be affected, and those should 
be used for the purpose. 


I'll reiterate that Usenet newsgroup creation is, so far as I am 
concerned, completely separate and independent of anything involving 
this mail list.

Jerry, K8RA, was gloating about his new Signal/One CX7A, with some pride. 


The guy who has compiled the best set of mods is Mark Mandelkern, KN5S 
(5259 Singer Road, Las Cruces, NM 88005), and he'll talk on the phone 
Saturday afternoons with ya. He'll run you a big packet of photocopies 
for a modest fee. 


This is an excellent (for the 70's), but problematic radio. Lots of 
rough edges for the ca. 2000 bucks they were asking for it back then -- 
VFO's shifting around when switching between A and B VFO's, the way they

work out transmit offset is rather strange by today's standards, the 
dynamic range is not particularly good (too much gain and too many MOSFET 
mixers)... BUT it has stupendous transmit audio, full QSK, 2 complete 
VFO's with (get this for 1973) DUAL, SIMULTANEOUS RECEIVE with a balance 
control between the two frequencies! And you get a "broad band", that 
is, pre-tuned, option for the tube final if you have a matched line (low 
SWR). 


Mine was a basket case that I got for $200 about 2 years ago. With a lot 
done, and a few refinements to add yet, it's quite satisfying. The main 
mods to hit: a better ALC (amplified) that protects the screen... an RIT 
that works the way we expect (use the FSK SHIFT control)... a new audio 
power stage with an LM380... put in 3 terminal regulators in the power 
supply... some diodes to reduce that frequency shift when switching 
VFO's... and tons of little ones. Yet to implement for me is a more 
stable master oscillator (a 43.1 MHz VXO that in my radio moves 1.5 kHz 
in a half hour!) 


Thought this was worth sharing with everyone as well as you, Jerry. It's 
quite a nice newer boatanchor (though filled mostly with sand in this 
case :-) )... Happy to help out and tell you more...
